Town  Hall,  Newport,  April  15th,  1905. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  op  the  Newport  Port  Sanitary  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1904.  It  is  made  in  accordance 
with  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  which  prescribe  with  regard  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

“ That  he  shall  prepare  an  annual  report,  to  be  made  to  the  end  of 
December  in  each  year,  comprising  tabular  statements  (so  far  as  he  shall 
have  been  able  to  obtain  the  necessary  information)  of  the  sickness  and 
mortality  of  persons  on  ship-board  within  the  district,  classified  according 
to  diseases,  ages,  and  vessels,  and  a summary  of  the  action  taken  during 
the  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of  disease.  T he  report  shall  also 
contain  an  account  of  the  proceedings  in  which  he  has  taken  part  or 
advised  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  so  far  as  such  proceedings 
relate  to  conditions  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health,  and  also  an  account 
of  the  supervision  exercised  by  him,  or  on  his  advice,  for  sanitary  purposes 
over  places  and  vessels  that  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  has  power  to 
regulate,  with  the  nature  and  results  of  any  proceedings  which  may  have 
been  so  required  and  taken  in  respect  of  the  same  during  the  year.” 

The  Port  was  permanently  constituted  a Port  Sanitary  District  by  the 
Local  Government  Board,  May  9th,  1883. 

I.  — Constitution  of  Port  Sanitary  Authority  : — 

“ The  Port  Sanitary  Authority  is  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses 
of  the  Borough  of  Newport,  acting  by  the  Council.”  It  discharges  Port 
functions  in  waters  abutting  upon  the  Magor  and  St.  Mellons  Rural 
Sanitary  Districts  in  addition  to  the  Newport  Urban  Sanitary  Districts.” 

II. — I limits  of  Jurisdiction  : — 

“ The  whole  of  the  Port  of  Newport  (Order  May  9th,  1883) 
by  the  Treasury  Warrant  date  December  20th,  184/,  the  limits  ol 
the  Port  of  Newport  are  defined  as  commencing  at  Red  wick  Piil,  in  the 
County  of  Monmouth,  being  the  Western  Extremity  of  the  Port  of 
Chepstow,  and  continues  along  the  coast  of  the  said  County  to  the  River 
Rumney,”  and  seaward  to  the  middle  ot  the  Severn. 

XII —Riparian  Districts  included  (wholly  or  in  part)  in  the  Port  Sanitary 
District : — 

County  Borough  of  Newport. 

Mag  or  Council  District.  Parishes  Nash,  Goldcliff,  and  Redwick. 

St.  Mellons’  Council  District. Parishes  St.  Brides,  Peterstone,  and  Rumney. 

IV. — Apportionment  of  Expenses: — 

The  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  contributes  according  to  the  rateable 
value  of  its  district,  and  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authorities  contribute 
according  to  the  rateable  value  of  their  riparian  parishes. 
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The  proportions  contributed  by  the  various  Riparian  Authorities 
towards  expenses  incurred  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  are  as

Captain  reported  sickness  during  voy- 
age, death  from  Syphilis,  Jan.  20th, 
at  Port  Said,  and  at  Rotterdam  3 of 
the  Lascars  were  ill  ; 1 died  at  sea 
May  9th  from  Heart  Failure  and 
Dropsy  (probably  Beri-Beri).  On 
arrival  at  Newport,  May  10th  two 
Coal  Trimmers  (Lascars),  were 
suffering  from  Beri-Beri.  They 
were  removed  to  Mendalgiet  Hos- 
pital, May  1 1th.

Vessel  fumigated,  bed 
desti  oyed,  fresh  water  tanks  cleansed 
also  forecastle  and  berths  disinfected 
and  cleansed.  No  further  cases. 
Captain  reported  that  he  had  left  the 
Mate  in  Hospital  at  Cork,  suffering 
from  Fever. 

According  to  the  official  log,  1 Fireman 
was  laid  up  for  14  days  with  Diar- 
rhoea, and  several  others  were  laid  up 
for  a few  days  during  voyage  from 
Rosario  to  Valencia.  1 was  re- 
moved to  Hospital  at  Valencia,  and 
on  arrival  at  Newport,  the  Carpenter 
was  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Typhoid  Fever.  He  had  been  ill  7 
days  in  his  bunk,  but  there  was  no 
entry  in  the  Log  Book  in  reference 
to  the  matter.  Removed  to  Allt- 
yr-yn  Hospital,  and  Vessel  disin- 
fected, etc.,  and  Tanks  refilled.

GENERAL  INSPECTION. 

Inspector  Roberts  and  Assistant-Inspector  Jenkins  inspected  4197  vessels 
during  the  year;  in  addition,  2371  re-visits  were  made  to  enforce  compliance  with 
notices,  and  to  vessels  containing  cases  of  sickness  on  board,  on  arriving  from  ports 
infected  with  Smallpox  or  Plague. 

1491  of  the  vessels  which  entered  from  “ Foreign  ” were  visited.  Of  these, 
258,  or  17 *3  per  cent,  (compared  with  22 T per  cent,  during  1903)  were  found  to 
have  sanitary  defects  on  board  (sailing  vessels,  26-5  ; steam  ships,  15*2.) 

2658  of  the  vesiels  which  entered  from  “ Coastwise  ” were  inspected.  351 
of  these,  or  13 -2  per  cent.,  were  found  to  be  insanitary  in  some  respects.  The 
sailing  vessels  were  again  the  worse  offenders,  16  per  cent,  being  insanitary,  com- 
pared with  10‘8  per  cent,  of  the  steam-ships. 

The  average  per  centage  found  to  be  insanitary  out  of  the  total  number 
inspected  was  14  4,  compared  with  15-6,  1P9,  12*2,  13  9,  14'2,  17*5,  and  18*8 
during  1897-8-9,  1900-1-2,  and  3 respectively.

The  accommodation  provided  for  the  crew  in  many  of  the  new  British  ships 
s very  unsatisfactory. 

Owing  to  the  keen  competition  which  obtains  in  the  merchant  service, 
vessels  are  designed  with  a view  of  carrying  as  much  cargo  as  possible,  in  con- 
sequence of  which  the  accommodation  provided  for  the  crew  is  frequently  very 
unsatisfactory,  although  the  vessels  recently  built  are  of  greater  tonnage  than  was 
the  case  formerly. 

The  Public  Health  Act  of  1875  enacts  that  a ship,  when  in  the  district  of  a 
Local  Authority,  shall  be  dealt  with  as  a house  within  the  district  (Sec.  110). 

In  the  case  of  all  new  houses  intended  to  be  built  in  a district,  it  is 
necessary  to  deposit  the  plans  with  the  Sanitary  Authority  for  their  approval 
previous  to  their  erection,  but  in  the  case  of  vessels,  Sanitary  Authorities  have  no 
voice  whatever  in  the  matter. 

After  the  vessels  have  been  passed  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  arrive  at  a 
British  port  during  a voyage,  they  come  under  the  observation  of  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authority,  and  it  is  not  an  uncommon  occurrence  for  the  latter  to  insist  on 
structural  alterations,  in  order  to  remedy  nuisances,  soon  after  being  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Trade.  This  is  naturally  a source  of  annoyance  and  expense  to  the 
owners,  and  an  unpleasant  duty  on  the  part  of  the  Port  Sanitary  officials.  This 
unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  could  not  only  be  avoided  by  the  appointment  of  some 
recognised  authority  responsible  for  making  regulations  with  respect  to  such  matters, 
but  better  accommodation  could  frequently  be  provided  for  the  crew  without  extra 
cost. 

Port  Sanitary  Authorities  in  this  country  endeavour  to  act  as  much  in 
harmony  as  possible  in  respect  to  their  requirements,  and  assist  each  other  in 
requiring  the  owners  of  vessels  to  carry  out  necessary  work  to  remedy  nuisances 
when  vessels  go  from  one  port  to  another  ; but  it  sometimes  happens  that  the 
requirements  of  one  Authority  clash  with  those  of  another  port- : for  instance,  the 
forecastle  of  one  steamer  was  ordered  to  be  painted  whilst  at  Newport— this  was 
carried  out.  The  vessel  went  to  another  British  port,  and  the  Authorities  there 
ordered  the  owners  to  “ lime  ” the  forecastle— this  was  also  carried  out,  although 
the  forecastle  had  been  recently  painted.  I mention  this  instance  in  order  to  show 
the  desirability  of  providing  “ model  ” Regulations  in  this  country  for  the  guidance 
of  shipbuilders  and  Sanitary  Authorities  in  dealing  with  structural  matters  and 
sanitary  requirements' in  connection  with  all  vessels. 

In  order  to  illustrate  my  contention  in  respect  to  the  lack  of  attention 
which  is  paid  in  the  designing  of  many  new  vessels  in  respect  to  crews’  space,  I will 
quote  one  case  which  had  recently  been  passed  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  forecastle  was  forward,  “ ’tween  decks,”  with  the  port-holes,  for  ventila- 
tion and  lighting,  just  above  the  water  line  ; in  consequence  of  which  they  could 
not  be  opened  during  the  voyage  ; in  this  position  they  provided  very  little  light 
during  rough  weather  as  they  were  frequently  under  water.  The  lighting  and 
ventilation  were,  therefore,  both  very  bad  at  times. 


The  bunks  were  old  fashioned  wooden  boxes  fitted  against  the  sides  of  the 
vessel,  with  bare  iron-deck  above.  In  this  position  the  bunks  excluded  the  light 
from  the  port-holes  and  interfered  with  the  ventilation.  Bunks  should  be  fixed  as  far 
as  is  practical  against  bulk-heads,  and  not  against  the  sides  of  the  vessel.  When 
foreigners  purchase  British  vessels  they  frequently  change  the  bunks  from  the  sides 
to  the  bulkheads,  as  they  appreciate  the  advantages  of  the  arrangement. 

There  were  no  proper  stores  for  the  food  of  the  crew,  consequently  it  was 
kept  in  a spare  bunk  in  the  forecastle,  where  the  crew  lived  night  and  day. 

The  scrupper  holes  were  defective — consequently  filthy  water  often  re- 
mained on  the  floor  of  the  forecastle  and  caused  a nuisance  injurious  to  health. 

The  chain  locker  was  open,  consequently  filth  was  conveyed  into  the  fore- 
castle after  the  process  of  weighing  the  anchor  when  leaving  Dock 

The  entrance  to  the  forecastle  was  so  arranged  that  during  rough  weather 
water  found  its  way  into  the  forecastle. 

There  were  other  smaller  defects  which,  like  the  more  serious  ones  already 
referred  to,  could  have  well  been  avoided  had  there  been  a proper  supervision  of  the 
plans  in  the  first  place  by  some  recognised  authority  empowered  to  deal  with  such 

matters. 

It  is  true  that  all  new  vessels  have  to  be  certified  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  but 
the  object  of  the  supervision  exercised  by  the  Board  is  primarily  to  secure  the  safety 
of  the  vessel,  and  most  of  the  matters  referred  to  above  are  not  covered  by  such 
inspection. 


PLAGUE,  YELLOW  FEVER,  AND  CHOLERA  ORDERS,  1896  and  1902. 

The  preventive  measures  against  the  introduction  of  these  Diseases  into  the 
country  are  delegated  to  Port  Sanitary  Authorities,  and  are  briefly  as  follows  : 

First,  in  respect  to  “ infected  ships 

The  Master  of  every  ship  infected  with  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague, 
shall,  when  the  ship  is  within  three  miles  of  the  coast  of  any  part  of  England  or 
Wales,  or  is  within  the  limits  of  a Port,  cause  to  be  hoisted 

I.  “At  the  masthead  or  where  it  can  best  be  seen,  during  the  whole  of 
the  time  between  sunrise  and  sunset,  a day  signal,  consisting  of  2.  large 
flag  of  yellow  and  black  borne  quarterly,  or  ” 

II.  “At  the  peak  or  any  other  conspicuous  place  where  it  can  be  best 
seen,  and  at  a height  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet  above  the  hull  of  the  ship, 
during  the  whole  of  the  time  between  sunset  and  sunrise,  a night  signal, 
consisting  of  three  lights,  which  shall  be  arranged  at  a distance  of  not  less 
than  six  feet  apart,  in  the  form  of  an  equilatural  triangle,  and  of  which  the 
the  light  at  the  apex  of  the  triangle  shall  be  white,  and  the  other  lights  at 
the  ends  of  the  base  of  the  triangle  be  red  in  colour.” 
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By  arrangement  with  the  Pilotage  Board  all  Newport  Pilots  are  instructed  to 
see  that  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations  are  carried  out  on  board  any  vessels  under 
their  charge. 

An  “ infected  ” vessel  has  to  be  taken  to  the  “ Mooring  Station  ” at  the  Spit, 
and  a tug  dispatched  to  Newport  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  visits  the 
vessel  forthwith.  If  he  certifies  the  vessel  to  be  infected,  he  hands  a copy  of  a cer- 
tificate to  the  Master  or  Pilot  in  charge,  requiring  him  to  anchor  or  moor  the  vessel 
at  the  Mooring  Station  until  the  infected  persons  are  removed  to  Hospital,  the 
vessel  disinfected,  and  all  the  requirements  of  the  Order  carried  out.  No  person  is 
allowed  to  land  from  an  infected  vessel  unless  he  satisfy  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  as  to  his  name,  intended  place  of  destination,  and  intended  address  at  such 
place,  for  transmission  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  01  the  District 

Power  is  given  in  the  same  way  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  respect 
to  vessels  coming  from  infected  ports,  and  he  is  required  to  do  so  if  he  suspects  the 
vessel  to  be  infected. 

On  the  arrival  of  vessels  from  “ Foreign  Ports  ” in  the  liver,  the  Customs 
Officer  is  required  to  ascertain,  as  far  as  possible,  whether  such  ship  is  infected 
with  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague,  or  has  come  from  a Port  infected  with  them, 
and  if  he  suspects  such  is  the  case  he  must  require  the  Master  to  moor  or  anchor 
her  in  such  a position  as  he  may  direct,  and  during  such  detention  no  person  other 
than  those  officers  executing  the  order  shall  leave  the  ship. 

The  Customs  Officer  is  then  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  and  the  vessel  is  to  be  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  on 
his  arrival  takes  over  the  whole  duties  in  connection  with  the  execution  of  the 

Order 

Under  the  present  arrangements,  vessels  from  infected  ports  are  visited  by 
the  Medical  Officer  on  their  arrival  at  the  Port. 

During  1904,  89  vessels,  which  arrived  at  Newport  from  Ports  reported  to 
be  infected  by  Plague,  were  boarded  on  arrival  and  kept  under  observation  by  your 
officials  during  their  stay  at  Newport,  and  the  other  requirements  of  the  “Orders” 
were  carried  out.  None  of  these  vessels  had  had  any  cases  of  Plague  on  board 
either  among  members  of  the  crew  or  among  rats  on  boaid. 

Many  Foreign  Port  Sanitary  Authorities  possess  a Clacton  Simpson  > 
Apparatus  for  the  disinfection  of  holds,  and  for  the  destruction  of  rats  on  board 
vessels  from  infected  Ports. 

Should  a vessel  arrive  at  Newport,  infected  with  Plague  among  the  rats  on 
board,  we  should  experience  great  difficulty  in  exterminating  all  rats  on  board, 
owing  to  the  difficulty  of  dealing  with  the  matter  in  the  ordinary  way. 

The  chief  infected  ports  from  which  vessels  arrived  at  Newport  during  19u4, 
were  the  following  : — River  Plate,  25  vessels;  Bombay,  18;  Calcutta,  8 ; Madras,  6 ; 
Rio  Janeiro,  4;  Cape  Ports,  4;  Chinese  Ports,  4;  and  Karachi,  4.  Most  of  these 
vessels  came  via  intermediate  Ports  such  as  Hamburg,  Rotterdam,  Antwerp,  or 
Liverpool. 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMODAM  ION  FOR  PLAGUE. 

The  Cardiff  Port  Sanitary  Authority  have  agreed  to  receive  into  their  Hos- 
pital on  the  Flat  Holms  Island,  and  to  provide  all  necessary  treatment  and  food  for 
Patients  sent  to  the  Hospital  from  the  District  of  the  Newport  Port  Sanitary 
Authority,  and  to  cremate  the  bodies  of  any  such  patients  who  may  die  in  the 
Hospital,  on  payment  of  £40  per  annum,  and  £3  : 3s.  per  week  for  the  first  Newport 
patient  received  into  the  Hospital,  and  £ 2 : 2s.  per  week  for  every  additional  patient, 
and  the  sum  of  £7  :7s.  in  respect  to  the  cremation  of  every  body  of  any  such  patient 
dying  in  the  Hospital. 

CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  ON  BOARD  VESSELS  DURING 

THE  VOYAGE,  Etc. 

A strict  watch  was  kept  for  any  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases.  On  arrival,  the 
Customs  Officers  make  enquiries  as  to  the  existence  of  any  illness  on  board  during 
the  voyage  or  at  the  time  of  arrival,  All  cases  of  sickness  coming  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  Customs  Officials  are  immediately  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  one  case  the  Officer  in  charge  made  a false  statement.  He  declared  that 
there  was  no  sickness  on  board  on  arrival  at  Newport,  whereas  it  was  found  later 
that  one  of  the  crew  had  been  ill  for  a week,  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever.  The 
matter  was  reported  by  me  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  who  prosecuted  the  Captain,  with 
the  result  that  he  was  fined  £5  including  costs. 

During  1904,  6 cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  occurred  on  vessels  arriving  at 
the  Port,  namely,  3 cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  1 of  Erysipelas,  and  2 of  Beri-Beri. 
The  Tpyhoid  Fever  cases  were  removed  to  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  and  the  Beri-Beri 
cases  were  taken  to  Mendalgief  Hospital.  One  of  the  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  was 
contracted  whilst  the  vessel  was  in  the  Old  Dock.  This  is  hardly  a matter  for  sur- 
prise, for  the  Dock  receives  all  the  sewerage  from  the  vessels  lying  there,  and  it  is 
a common  custom  to  use  the  Dock  water  for  washing  purposes. 

In  addition  to  the  above  cases,  10  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  reported 
to  have  occurred  on  vessels  previous  to  their  arrival  at  Newport,  namely,  Measles,  1 
(from  Grimbsy);  Typhoid  Fever,  3 (from  London,  River  Plate,  and  Cork 
respectively) ; Small  Pox,  1 (from  Seville) ; Beri-Beri  4 (from  Bassum) ; and  Fever,  1 
(from  the  Black  Sea). 

RECIPROCAL  ACTION  BETWEEN  PORT  SANITARY  AUTHORITIES. 

Owing  to  the  short  and  frequently  uncertain  stay  of  many  vessels  in  port, 
upon  which  notices  have  been  served  for  sanitary  defects,  Ac.,  it  is  frequently 
impossible  to  get  the  necessary  work  carried  out  before  leaving  port. 

Of  late  much  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  remedying  nuisances  and  improv- 
ing the  accommodation  of  crews  in  such  cases  by  mutual  action  among  Port 
Sanitary  Authorities  in  this  country,  by  forwarding  copies  of  the  notices  served  to 
the  port  of  destination  if  in  this  country.  Several  vessels  were  followed  up  in  this 
way  during  the  year,  and  greater  respect  has  thus  been  paid  to  the  notices  of  Porc 

Sanitary  Authorities. 
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SEAMEN’S  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Careful  and  systematic  attention  has  been  paid  by  Inspector  Roberts  and 
his  Assistant,  Inspector  Jenkins,  to  the  inspection  of  the  above. 

3 lodging  house  keepers,  one  licensed  and  two  unlicensed  ones,  were  prose- 
cuted and  convicted  for  breaches  of  the  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses  Bye-laws.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS,  1894  & 1896. 

The  administration  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  Order  re  “ Landing  of  Dogs 
from  Abroad  ” has  been  taken  over  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  main 
object  of  the  Order  is  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  rabies  into  this  country  from 
abroad. 

A Report  on  the  subject  is  included  in  the  Inspector’s  Report,  which  is 
appended  to  this  Report.

— A Report  on  the  administration  of  the  “Board  of  Agriculture 
Dogs’  Order  from  Foreign  Ports,”  and  for  the  detention  of  the  same  on 
board  of  vessels  in  port. 

HI. — A Report  on  Licensed  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses. 

INSPECTION  OF  VESSELS. 

The  duties  were  carried  out  under  the  provision  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875,  which  enacts  that  a ship,  when  in  the  district  of  a Local  Authority,  shall  be 
dealt  with  as  a house  within  the  district  (Sec.  1 10). 

The  requirements  attended  to  included  cleanliness  and  ventilation  of  lining 
spaces,  light  for  same,  leakage  effluvium  from  water  closets,  limbeis,  holds,  bilge  s 
forepeaks,  and  accumulation  of  filth  ; provision  for  clean  and  suitable  store-room 
for  provisions,  for  pure  water,  clean  and  suitable  vessels  for  containing  the  same, 
repairs  of  delapidations,  cleansing  and  removal  of  filth. 

Among  the  structural  defects  found  on  board  vessels  which  had  been  passed 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  were  the  following  : — 

Water-closets  with  doors  in  alley-ways  of  forecastle,  partitioned 
off  with  wood  between  closet  and  forecastle  \ water  closets  between 
decks  and  adjoining  living  and  sleeping  rooms,  partitioned  off  with  wood, 
which  therefore  could  not  be  ventilated  in  bad  weather  and  which  must 
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be  a source  of  nuisance  to  the  crew,  particularly  at  meal  times.  Paint- 
lockers,  and  oil  and  lamp  rooms  between,  or  in  front  or  on  the  side  of, 
and  all  under  the  same  deck  and  on  the  same  level  as  the  forecastle,  with 
only  wood  partitions  separating  them  from  the  living  and  sleeping  rooms 
of  sailors  and  firemen  ; whilst  on  many  weekly  boats  the  food  and  pro- 
visions were  hung  up  or  kept  in  spare  berths  in  the  forecastle,  there  being 
no  other  place  for  the  storage  of  such  food. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  all  vessels,  either  direct  or  after  discharging 
at  another  port,  that  have  been  at  any  port  where  plague  was  reported  to  exist,  also 
all  vessels  from  ports  infected  with  small-pox  have  been  visited  daily  whilst  in  port. 

During  the  year  4,149  vessels  were  inspected.  3,177  of  these  were  British 
and  972  were  foreign  vessels.  Of  the  4,149  vessels  inspected,  609  were’ 
found  in  a more  or  less  insanitary  condition. 

The  nuisances  consisted  of  the  following  : — 

297  foul  or  dirty  forecastles  or  living  spaces. 

90  living  spaces  with  defective  ventilation  and  port  lights. 

58  defective  or  foul  water  closets. 

33  foul  bilge  water  or  heated  grain  in  limbers. 

86  bad  water  supplies  or  dirty  tanks  and  casks. 

45  defective  decks  with  leakages  through  decks  or  around  hawse  pipes 
into  forecastle  or  berths. 

2,374  re-visits  were  made  to  enforce  compliance  with  notices  and  to  vessels 
having  had  sickness  on  board.

“ LANDING  OF  DOGS  ORDER  FROM  ABROAD.” 

The  number  of  vessels  having  dogs  on  board  either  direct  from  foreign  ports 
or  arriving  coastwise  from  a foreign  port  was  294,  and  the  number  of  dogs  on  board 
these  vessels  was  343 

One  captain  was  summoned  before  the  magistrates  for  not  keeping  his  dog 
under  proper  control  as  per  regulations  while  his  vessel  was  in  port,  and  was  fined 

15/-. 

LICENSED  SEAMEN’S  LODGING  HOUSES.

One  licensed  lodging  house  keeper  was  summoned  before  the  magistrates 
for  over-crowding,  and  was  fined  20/-. 

Two  unlicensed  lodging  house  keepers  were  summoned  before  the  magis- 
trates for  keeping  unlicensed  lodging  houses  and  were  fined,  the  one  £5  and  the 
other  £2. 

27  visits  were  paid  to  addresses  of  discharged  soldiers  from  Indian  and  other 
ports  who  had  arrived  in  vessels  which  had  had  cases  of  plague  or  small-pox  on 
■board  during  the  voyage  home.
